BcFPALo, Oct. 7.-^The speech of Wm, 
0. Oornwell, president of the City Bank 

of Bufl'alo, delivered at tho annual ban- 
quGt of the bankers' asEOciation, held at 
the Clifton LouBe, Niagara Falls, tliis eve- 
ning, was hlchlj' eulogietic of Canada's 
banking ayatem. Among other things 
he said : 

" You have had no collapse like ours 
of 1893. You have no money party, no 
silver craze, no yearning for interna- 
tional bimetalliatn; and the reaeon that 
Canada ia enjoyine entire freedom from 
these disaators, is the fact that the cur 
rency all over British America can 
be increnaed to any extent that 
the demands of business may 
require. While in the United States 
the only relict ia the issue of banknotes, 
and the pressing demand for currency ie 
always past before it can be got into the 
hands of tho persons needing it, and in 
far off or thinly settled districts they 
never get any at all. If the people in 
our Western and Southern states could 
obtain money aa reasonably and as ex- 
peditiously as the people of Europe, ^ve 
would have no more of 16 to 1. 

*' To-day you are sharing with us an 
advance of prosperity, and in that you 
are on a solid basis, and equipped with 
an adequate and elastic currency, you 
are much better prepared relatively 
tlian we to be benefited permanently by 
tho resumption of good times." 



ONLY POLITElKQDIBr. 

That la the Nature of the Suppoaed llltl- 
matnm to Spain From the United 
States. 

Madrid, Oct. 7. — It is semi-ofBcially 
announced that the note which General 
Woodford communicated to the Duke of 
Tetuan, the Spanish minister of foreign 
affairs, is not in tbe nature of &n ulti- 
matum. In spirit and text It is couched 
in friendly terms, The cabinet at 
Washington ezpresseo ti wish to know 
when Ouba can be pacified and requeets 
Spain to reply before October 30, in order 
that President McKinley may be able to 
incorporate Spain's answer to his message 
to cougreas. 

Prime Minister Sagaata, in agreement 
with Senor GuUou, tho minister for for- 
eign afl'aira, proposes to send a moderate 
reply declaring that Spain will await 
events, and ia taking such measures as 
consideration of prudence dictate until 
the change of policy in Cuba amooths 
the relations between the two govern- 
ments. The answer of Spain will not be 
drawn up until the programme for the 
reforms in Cuba has been published. 

A cabinet council, at which the Queen 
Regent presided, was held here to-day, 
When tbe ministers separated Premier 
Sagasta announced to the inquiring 
newspaper men that no final decision 
had been taken in regard to the reply 
which Spain will make to the note of tbe 
United States. Thelmparcial, however 
says it learna that the reply ot Spain will 
satisfy Spanish susceptibility in making 
clear to President McKinley the resolute 
attitude which Spain maintains in re- 
gard to Cuba.

LIVED WELL ON HIS WITS. 

A Slick Swindler Who Has Picked Up a 
Hundred Thousand a Year. 

New Yokk, Oct. 7. — The police have 
in their custody a prisoner who, if all 
the charges against him are true, is one 
of the moat remarkable swindlers in tho 
criminal annals of the country. Accord- 
ing to chief detective McClusky, his de- 
predationa have extended all over the 
United Stalea. Hig name ie Jvminet B. 
Gibson. Ho ia of middle age, and bears 
the alias of Geo. A. Slierin. lie claiina 
that he is a lawyer by profession, a rail- 
road promoter by choice, and was at 
one time a judge in tbe state of 
Ohio, and vice-president of the Akron, 
Ohio, street railway company. The 
complainant against blm is S. P. Stimp- 
Bon, auditor of the Hotel Netherlands, 
and the Imperial hotel of tliis city and 
the Hotel Walton, of Philadelphia. The 
apecific complaint against him ia the 
layiiiu down of a bogua check for $G10 on 
August 20, ISilfi, and detrading tho Hotel 
I iiiperial of this city of that ainoinit in 
addition to failing to pay a liotel liill of 
$-2(i.-). 

Ho is accused of having laid down 
bogiiB cliecke, lloated bogua stocks and 
worthless bonds, and carried on general 
B wind ling oporationa, tor a period e.K- 
tending back four years, and of havini; 
in that time suci'eeded in obtaining by 
means of various fraudulent designs and 
devices a sum not far from $400,000. 



ARKANSAS PAECHED. 

Even Drinking Water Scarce in Many I'arts. 
and Forest Fires Doing Great 
DamaRe. 

Lirri.i-: Rocic, Ark., Oct. 7. — Drought 
and loreat firea are doiriy great damage 
Arkansas and the situation grows 
worse daily. Valuable tiinborand other 
property has been burned and stock in 
nearly all sections of the state is Buffer- 
ing from the scarcity of water, while in 
some places there is not even drinking 
water tor tlie people. No general rain 
has fallen for over sixty daya and in 
Bonio localities tho drouglit lias been of 
oven longer duration. Miles of fences 
have been destroyed, saw niilla burned, 
cabiua gutted, and in some iiistanccg the 
llarnea have couirnunicaled to large 
lields ot open cotton which were de- 
stroyed. 

In hundreds ot localities wells and 
springs have entirely diied up and resi- 
dents are haulin{( water in barrels from 
the nearest streams, which in some sec- 
tions are 20 miles distant. Nearly all 
late vegetables have been parched in the 
lields. The people in many localities 
are holdini; meetings and praying for 
rain. 



Bush Firea In Quebec, 

JoLiETTK, Oct. 7. — Bush fires are 
raging all over this district, Immense 
tracts of maple treoa with a number of 
sugar houeea and their outfits have been 
destroyed. 

Alonii; the C.P.R. beyond Lanoraie 
station, whole tracts of country are 
ablaze. Nothing but heavy rain will 
subdue the flames.

THE SILVEE CAUSE. 

Great Britain's Determination Will Not Be 

Stated for Some Weeks,

Arrangements have now been made to 
hold informal conferences between the 
chancellor of the exchequer and other 
British officials on one side and the 
United States monetary commissioners 
and the United States ambassador on 
the other, for the purpose of securing a 
definite understanding aa to what the 
United States and France expect. Con- 
sequently the promised answer may be 
delayed some weeks.

Tbe motion was 
objected to on the ground that Air. Tarte 
in liis evidence in the Grenier case had 
declined to state that he was a Liberal, 
and on division it was rejected by 40 to 
17, L. J. Tarte, son of the minister, was 
afterwards elected vice-president of the 
club. 



PNEUMATIC MAIL TUBES. 

Inauguration of Ttiis System of Delivery in 
New York. 

Nicw Yokk, Oct. 7. — The formal open- 
ing of the pneumatic mail tube service 
in this city took place to-day. The tube 
runs between the post office and produce 
exchange sub-station in Bowling Green. 
Other tubes will be started soon to 
Brooklyn and a sub-station at44th street 
and Lexington avenue. The tube car- 
riers will hold about UOO letters and can 
be dispatched every ten seconds. The 
first carrier sent out from the general 
office was ailver-inountecl , and will bo 
preserved as a souvenir in the archives 
of the post oQice. 



VICTORIA & EASTERN ROAD. 

The Promoters Now Have Associated With 
Them Substantial Eastern 
People. 

V.VKCouvj;i£, (U;t. 7. — (Special) — The 
directors ot tlio Vancouver and Eastern 
railroad here are very much excited over 
the editorial references to that road in 
theNewB-Advertiser of this morning, in 
ell'ect as follows: "The negotiations 
which have been in ])rogreBa for some 
weeks between the owners of the char- 
ter of the Vancouver, Victoria and ICaat- 
ern Railway and Navigation Company, 
and certain capitalists, have been con- 
summated by the sale ot the charter to a 
syndicate represented by Messrs. Wil- 
iaiu Mackenzie aud D. D. IMann. We 
understand that tlie consideration for 
the transfer of all tho rights under the 
cliarter is $76,000." It appears that 
they have sold only a controlling inter- 
est.

Ottawa, Oct. 7.— Otficiala of the cus- 
toma department realize that it is prac- 
tically impossible with present facilities 
to prevent smuggling along the eastern 
coast of Nova Scotia, owing to the prox- 
imity of the French islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon. A proposition is now 
under consideration therefore to estab- 
lish a coast guard for the section named, 
Mr. Edwards, M.P. for Russell, waa in 
town to-day. He Bays the devastation 
by lire in Russell and Prescott counties 
is far worse than at first stated. The 
fire swept over 300 square miles of ter- 
ritory. Five lives were lost, 2,000 peo- 
ple rendered homeless, and tbe damage 
amounts to hundreds of thouaauda of 
dollars. TJie Ottawa city council met 
this morning and voted $1,000 for tem- 
porary relief. Mayor Bingham sent out 
telegrams to-day to the mayors of cities 
in Ontario and Quebec asking an appeal 
to the charitably disposed ^public to sub- 
Bcribe generously to the relief fund. 

A complication has arisen in connec- 
tion with awarding the contract for the 
guard lock on section 12of the Soulanges 
canal. It appears the work lies almost 
in the middle of a section now under 
contract, and if Mr. Blair awards the 
lock contract to a third party as pro- 
posed, Mr. McDonald, the present con- 
tractor, will have a claim for damages 
against the government.

The Waeliingrton Government Sup- 
plied With Fnll Information 
as to the Position. 



No Delegatea to a Second Confer- 
ence Until the AVhole Basi* 
ness la Adjusted. 



WASiii.NfiVON-, Oct. 7.— Tho state ile- 
"partment has received full inforaiftUon 
as to the position ot tlje Britisli govern- 
ment on the propoeed Bebring Sea coq- 
fereace. This proves to be much more 
complete than the brief cable reports 
from Ijomloa indiciite, as tlie ilejjart 
ment has been advised not only ot Great 
Britain's deulination to enter a confer 
enco unless it ia limited to the experts 
of the Uaited States and Great Britain 
and Canada, but also baa been informed 
quite fully aa to what led the Marquiaof 
Salisbury to this conclusion. 

The British view as laid before tlio 
state department ia that at no atago of 
the negotiations baa the British povern- 
ment agreed to a conference, except be- 
tween the experts of Great Britain, 
Canada and the United States. It is 
not questioned that Secretary Sherman 
and Ambasaador Hay made suggestions 
that the conference should be between 
the powers interested, and that some of 
thenoteafrom the UnitedStatea expressed 
a desire to have [Russia and Japan take 
part in the o.onierence. But it is pointed 
out that theee Buggeitions came from 
the United States, and until accepted 
could have no effect in determining the 
nature of the conference. So far as the 
auggestions were accepted, the note of 
Lord Salisbury of July 28 ia said to 
stand alone, and this note, it is stated, 
mentioned only a conference between 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Canada. 

The latest correspondence on the sub- 
ject leads to considerable doubt ns to 
who will participate in the coming 
meetings. It has been understood that 
the difficulty will be bridged over by 
holding two meetinge, in one of wJiich 
BuBBta and Japan will participate with- 
out Great Britain, while a second meet- 
ing would be lield between the experts 
of Great Britain and of the Uaited 
States. It is uaderetood that Ambassa- 
dor Hay was directed to effect such an 
arrangement in case Great Britain de- 
clined to enter the general conference. 

But there ia now some question whe- 
ther ttie British authorities will partici- 
pate in any way until a definite decision 
ia reached aa to who will take part iu 
the general conference, aa thero is un- 
derstood to be some reluctance on the 
part of the British to join in a dual con- 
ference, and some doubt whether the 
British experts will leava for this coun- 
try to attend eitlier a general or limited 
conference until an uiiderataading ie 
reached on the entire subject. As the 
conference ia BO near at hand — the first 
plan hav-ing been to hold it ou October 
'23 — the negotiations are necesaarily by 
cable, and by tbia means a satiafautory 
adjastment may be reached. 



ToKONTO, Oct. 7.— liv Q. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly atatelUiebii of trade in Canada 
says: " As nearly as can be judged from 

general Inquiries the 4th of October pay- 
ments in dry Eoods and kindred lines at 
Montreal showed a good nwrage, though 
some liouses profess to have beet\ better 
paid than others. In moat other lines a 
distinct improvement is reported in the 
country, but some complaints are heard 
regarding city payments. Failures for 
the week in this district are singularly 
few. 

The general trade movement may be 
called fairly satisfactory. The weather 
has not yet been aufliciently broken or 
cold to make an active sorting trade in 
shoes, clothing and dry goods, but 
grocery men report a Rood demand, and 
hardware, paints and oils, etc., are also 
in pretty good requeat. The Btifiening 
iu values in many linea continues. 

CHEAP GAS FOtt BOSTON. 

New York Capitalists to Compete There 
With the Standard Oil Interests. 

Boston, Oct. 7.— Henry N. Whitney, 
president of the Dominion Coal Co., 
cjnfirms the report that a syndicate is 
about to begin the manufacture of gas in 
competition with existing companies 
controlled by the Standard Oil Co. 

He said : " The report that a syndi- 
cate, which is comprised chiefly of New 
York capitalists, has secured the control 
of ihe ^'lassachusBtt8 Pipe Line Com- 
pany, ia correct. I have already an- 
nounced that I have passed over the 
Dominion Coal Company's interest to 
the syndicate. We are going to make 
coke and will have a large plant in Ev- 
erett, i'.iid wo intend to give Boston 
cheaper gas than she ia now getting." 

Dr. Jameson's Ambition. 
LoxDox, Oct. 7. — A degpatcli to the 
Daily Mail from Capetown sayo thai Dr. 
Jameson, the hero of the Transvaal 
raid, will seek a seat in the Cape assem- 
bly at the next general election. Tlie 
chief plank in his platform will be 
" Federation for South Africa." 

The Afridis Excused. 

London, Oct. 8. — The correspondent of 
the Times at Simla says: A (general 
order will be issued announcing that in 
consideration of the loyalty hitherto ex- 
hibited by the Afridia in the govern- 
ment servi:;e they will be excused froa; 
participating in the punitive expedition 
against their rebellious fellow tribesmen.

General Business Fairly, Satisfactory for i Chicago, . Gas , Fnrnished .the InterestinK 
the Week With Few Striking i Feature of the Stock JUarket.

New York, Oct. 7.— The sum and sub- 
stance of to-day's stock market may bo com- 
prised in the wcirlils "Chicago Gas," The 
annouiict'uient that the companies outside 
the consolidation had been sold to a syndi- 
cate roprcsentiiig interests powerful in gas 
in ninny other large cities caused a slump 
within a few minutes of oponhig. 
A block of 9,000 shares _ was the 
first sale, at prices ranging from 
i.'t) to !)3, and tlio lirbt of thcsu was tlio 
highest iirice ul' the day. Tho stock sold at 
one time us low as Wl)^. Large blocks of 
the stock were sold slixjrt in tlie interest of 
tlie bear clii{ue, witli the design of ellecting 
a sympatUeliciU'cUne of the general mar- 
ket. The total Jsales were over 100,000 
shares. This purpose was only partly suc- 
cessful and bttforothe ternunation of tlie 
lirst hour the shorts were covering Inistily 
and prices of many stocks, the high-priced 
Industrial being conspicuous, rose a point 
or over. The nuirket declined again under 
reuewt'tl |)ressure on CliicagoGas, and for 
tlie buliince of the day fell into 
a condition of almost total apalliy 
Tlie availahle ollerings of stocks 
at the low level weroappaientlyoxluuisted 
but it WHS e(|ually apparent that buyers 
were not ready to uid up prices to a jioiiit 
that would invite sales in aiiy (puuitity. 
The announcement that $l,OW,000 more 
gold had been engaged for export to New 
York was without apparent tdocl either on 
the stock market, the money market or the 
exchange market. I.oiuioii was a buyer to 
a small extent on Ijalanci'. Net eluiuges 
are very narrow in almost all cases, aiulare 
distributi'il brtweeii ^,'aiiis ami losses.

The close was tirm, and the demand 
moderate."

A THKIVING MUiMCIPALITY. 

Tlie Garden District for Vancouver City- 
Makes a Flourishing Report. 

Vancouvku, Oct. 7.— (Special)— Bur- 
naby fruit and vegetable growers are 
very well satisfied with the aggregate re- 
sult of their ellbrts at prize winning at 
the New, Westminster exhibition, hav- 
ing succeeded in gaining quite a respect- 
able number of awards for a fruit and 
market growing district that is yet only 
some four years old. Municipal affairs 
are in good shape in Burnaby, the coun- 
cil having, after doing much good road 
and other work and attending fully also 
to such other important matters aa the 
care of public health, tlie maintenance 
of sick and disabled i)oor, etc., a sum 
still in hand of over .$3,800, available for 
further improvement work, interest 
payments and routine charges, calling 
for cash disbnrsements before the end of 
the year. The council will in all pro- 
bability carry to next year's credit a 
cash balance of at least $700 and credits 
in respect of taxes due and in arrear 
respectively, to afurlher extent of .$7,000 
or more. The sinking fund, most of 
which is safely invested on 
sound mortgages of property held 
liv thrifty local cultivators, will 
nieanwhile have been brought up to 
more than the full legal amount. The 
several small municipal loans locally 
made out of the sinking fund, material- 
ly assist small holders iu improving their 
land, while the interest thereon is usual- 
ly paid half-yearly without difficulty, 
out of the proceeds of small road con- 
tracts taken up by the borrowers with 
the council after, as a rule, no little 
competition. The expenditure of the 
municipality on its improvement work 
practically all enures to the benefit of 
home labor, as such work, when on 
roads, is divided into sections of moder- 
ate extent and local men then take it up, 
associated ia little groups of working 
partners, on terms with which outside 
local contractors find it impossible to 



ly earn respectable sums yearly by mun- 
icipal work. This fact greatly advan- 
tages the thrifty local small cultivator. 
It is worth noting also th:it the govern- 
ment amall-holdiiig Heltlement at Ceu- 
tral Park, Huriiaby, iiroinisea to become 
a complete success, very easy ternia hav- 
ing to the deli^rht of all the residonts 
been obtained from the Land and Work 
IJepartment at Victoria. Already gooil 
houses and other improvements have 
been erected and made in the settle- 
ment, representing probably, as regards 
the Burnaby portion of the settlement 
— part of which lies in South Vancouver 
— a total value of at least .$30,000.

THE WESnrrNSTER FAIR. 

The inanaeement antl exhibitors are 
to be congratulated upon tlie great sue- 
cesa of the fair at New Westminster. It 
is a splendid object lesaoa as to the 
capabilitiea of Britiab Golambia. It 
beara oat to tbe fulleet extent all ^tbat 
has ever been written as to the future of 
agriculture in this province, when once 
it gets upon a proper basis. It kindles 
interest into enthusiasm, and suggests 
tliat, great a thing aa it would be to de- 
velop the mineral weal th of the pro- 
vince, it would be still greater to place 
its agriculture where it ought to be. 

In the course of hia well-timed re- 
marks at the opening'of the fair, Lieut. - 
Governor Dewduey sugpested that it 
might be timely to think of holding a 
provincial e.'chibition. This idea seems 
to be very general among the people at 
Weattninater, who feel that the time has 
come when an effort should be made to 
get together a representative exhibition 
of the agricultural producta of all parte 
of the province. The siiggeation ia well 
worth considering. 



the farmers and 

lbgisla tion. 

Whatever (lillerence of opinion may 
exist as to the advisability of a third 
party movement under the leadership of 
the Farmers' Alliance or any similar or- 
ganization, there ia no doubt that the 
condition of some of the farming sections 
ia such that an ellbrt ouglit to be made 
to devise leuialation in their interest. 
The matter is a very tliflicult one to deal 
witli, and possil)ly the ohjectiona that 
will be made to some needed reforms are 
at present iaBurmountable, but diacua- 
eion is always timely and out of free dia- 
cuf-aion nood ia alinoet certain to result. 

There is not enough of such diecusaion 
in Britifcli Ouhiiiibia. In tlie legislature 
a few gentlemen deli^'Iit to pose aa the 
friends of the faniiur, but aa yet they 
l.avedone very little more than ventilate 
a few abstract principles and do a little 
miacellaneoua acolding. What the agri- 
cultural interests need is practical dia- 
cusaion ; that ia, discussion on deflnite 
issues, for the evils coniplaineil of are 
not bimply theoretical and they cannot 
be reached by mere theoretical reme- 
diea. 

One of the points on which farmersj 
need relief ia the interest charged on 
mortgages. There ia no question on 
this point. Most cf the mortgage loana 
were iiiiide when property wag at the top 
i\"tch and prices of all kinds were high. 
Prices have fallen, and that is Kjuiva- 
leut to a corresponding increase in tlie 
rate of interest. If a niaii engages to 
pay 10 per cent, interest on hay land 
with hay at $16 per ton and hay drops to 
$8, he ia paying the eqnivalent of 20 per 
cent., which ia i)ractit:al confiscation. 
Tfie farmers who have their farms 
mortgaiied are aa a nile littlo hotter than 
servants of the niortgageea, working 
hard and living close in order to pay iii- 
tereat. There !e no doubt tbat a remedy 
ought to be provided, if a practical one 
can be suggested, and it ought not to ho 
impossible to devise one. The deeire of 
most farmers, who have ppoken or writ- 
ten on thia subjtn;!, ia that the govern- 
ment aliall come to their reecue, either 
by borrowing money and lending it to 
the lari^era to redeem their mortgages 
aa they fall due, or for the government 
to guarantee the interest on money lo 
\m burrowed by voluntarj' aaaonlationa 
of individuals. These plana ought to bo 
very fully ventilated, for we are confi- 



dent that if a practical means of assist- 
ing farmers in this respect can be dis- 
covered the legislature would he glad to 
aanction it. , =; 

There are.btbier points upon which the 
legislature might find itself able to assist 
agriculture. It is said that there ia need 
of reform in the system of municipal 
government in force. At present it is 
alleged that only a very small per cent, 
of the taxpayers are able to vote at 
municipal electiona, owing to the fact 
that the great majority have been un- 
able to pay their taxes. It is worth 
considering whether there might not be 
little more latitude allowed on thia 
point. The present arrangement ia 
alleged to result in tlie retention of the 
control of the municipalities in thehauda 
of rings. 

"Without any doubt there are some 
thiuga which the legislature can do to 
assist agriculture, and notably by aiding 
in the improvement of farm stock. Thia 
is a subject that haa been already re- 
ferred to, and will be considered again 
in future iaaues of the Colontst. 

What we want to-day particularly to 
do ia to Bay to the farmers of British 
Columbia that the way to secure legisla- 
tive aid in the direction needed, is to 
make their voices heard. Wo advise 
against an attempt to do too many 
things at once, Bather let the farmers 
decide upon two or three things which 
seem to he the most urgent, and press 
these forward lor consideration. If too 
much ia attempted, difl'erencea of opin- 
ion will arise, and the best laid plaus 
will be defeated. Our advice to the 
farmers is to agitate for such relief aa 
there ia reason to hope the legislature 
can be persuaded to grant, and such aa 
can be recommended aa based on practi- 
cal busineaa principles. 



AVe do rot know that we are under 
any particular obligation to defend the 
editor o£ the Kamloops Sentinel; but on 
general principles we think it ia wrong 
to assail a newspaper editor for what he 
did in fornaer duya in hia capacity aa a 
reporter.

There is a disposition on the 
part of clairn-holdera to shirk the annual 
asseeenaent falling duo within the year 
following the location of claims by a 
systom of re-locating. The effect of this 
is that largo areas are staked off, and no 
work is performed beyond the driving of 
the stakes. In one district one man waa 
holding sixty claims. The regulations 
will, therefore, be made more stringent.

THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

The Settlement of Importance in Connection 
With the Routes to Klondylce. 

(From the Jtoutreal Gazette.) 

When Mr. Sifton is in the Northwest 
iaspecting the Yukon passes, it is to be 
hoped that he will take the boundary 
question into serious consideration, Sir 
Charles Tapper drew his attention to it 
last session, and urged ita importance; 
but Mr. Sifton rather waived it to one 
side. Subsequent events have ahown it 
to be a matter of the very greatest mo 
ment. The question of acceaa to the 
new gold flelda may hang upon this 
issue. The principal routes now used, 
except that via Edmonton, are supposed 
to pass in part throuah U.S. territory, 
and as a matter of fact the U.S. govern- 
ment have established custom ofHcea at 
the head of the Lynn canal, wlience a 
start ia made by the Chilcoot and White 
passes, those liitliertoo most generally 
used, for the Klondyke. Tlie Hon. 
David Mills, who studied this subject 
when Minister of the Interior, andotner 
authorities who have looked into it, con- 
tend that the head of the Lynn canal, 
with the porta of Dyea and Skagway, is 
in Britiah territory. The claim ia well 
founded. It rests upon the following 
clause in the boundary convention be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia in 18:^5, 
for the United States in buying the ter- 
ritory from liuesia in 1867 could only buy 
the rights Kusaia poBKoaecd ; 

" That whenever the summit of the 
mountains wliich extend in the direction 
parallel with the uoaat from the &(ith de 
greo of north latitude to the point of in 
tersection of the l-llat degree of west 
longitude shall prove to he at the dis 
tance of more than 10 marine leagues 
from the the ocean, the limit between 
the British poseesaions and ;^tlie line of 
coast which ia to belong to Russia, aa 
above mentioned (that ia to say, the 
limit to the poaaesaion ceeded by thia 
convention) shall be formed hyaline 
parallel to tbe windings of the coast, and 
which shall never exceed the diatauce of 
10 marine leagues therefrom." 

Thia seems clear enough. In the dis- 
trict in question, which includes the 
whole of the diaputed territory, the 
boundary line is never to be more than 
ten leiignes distant from the coast. A 
correspondent on the spot says: "The 
mouth of tlie l.ynn Canal ia at least 
twenty leagues from the ai;t;an, and the 
head of the White Pass ia thirty leagues 
more." A glance at the map shows that 
the Lynn Canal is a narrow inlet a long 
way from the ocean line. Certainly this 
ia a matter that ought to be settled, and 
the frontier definitely decided. 

Great Britain and the United States 
by the Washington convention of 1802, 
arranged for tbe appointment of an in- 
ternational commission to collect data 
which would permit of the delimitation 
of the line. Such a eommia8io& was ap 
pointed — Mr. W. F. King on behalf of 
Canada and General Dufiield on behalf 
of the United States — an(i their joint re- 
port was submitted nearly two years 
ago; but no action looking to the de- 
limitation of the frontier has yet been 
taken. This is the more remarkable as 
the wording of the treaty seems to set 
the matter beyond dispute. Apparently 
the United States i;ontention is that tlie 
boundary act set forth in the treaty can 
not be adoi)ted, on the ground that tlioee 
who framed the iiiatrument knew noth 
ing of the geography of the country with 
which ttiey were dealing, and the line 
described is, so far as relates to the 
coast strip, an impossible line to de 
limit. But Canada need have no hesita- 
tion in reaistingany such plea. A treaty 
iaa treaty and itsterma-muat be adhered 
to. Cousin Jonathan would be the first 
to insist on it if the advantage lay on hia 
side. Aa a matter of fact the basis of 
the United States position is false. Long 
before Great Britain made the treaty of 
St. Petersburg, Vancouver had surveyed 
and mapped the whole coast, and al- 
though the United States themselves 
have in recent years spent a good deal of 
tlio time of their experts in making a 
hydrographic survey of the same prourid, 
they have only succeeded in conlirming 
the accuracy' of the famous navigator's 
work. The purpose of the U. S. conten- 
tion is, of course, to induce Canada to 
agree to reopen the whole matter, with 
a view to Bome kind of compromise, out 
of which the U. S. hope to get some ad- 
vantage aa compared with their present 
poaltion. 

It need hardly be said that it ia the 

duty of the Dominion government to 
stand by the treaty, and, if arbitration is 
neceasary, to agree only to arbitration 
with reapeot to the interpretation of ita 
terms. This is one of these occasiona 
when the watchword of the moment ia 
" Uritons, hold your own."

Young George \'an Horst haa a long 
weary period to pass in tho penitentiary 
before ho again regains his liberty, so 
that he will have plenty of time to mend 
his ways, and may become after all a re- 
pectabie member of society. He came 
before Mr. Justice Walkem yesterday 
morning and elected to be tried speedily 
nstead of waiting for the aasizea. He 
leaded guilty at once to the three 
hargcB of housebreaking laid against 
ini and waa at oucu Hentunced. h'or 
tho robbery at tho Behneen lioiiso he 
as given live years in the penitentiary, 
while sentences of six yeara were given 
for the robbery at the Parsons place and 
t Mr. Soabrook's residence. Ilowever, 
all the sentences run concurrently 
and as by exemplary behavior the term 
can be Bhortened, Van Horat will proba- 
bly be able to go free in five years time. 

Mr. Justice Walkem in pronouncing 
aentence gave the lad some excellent ad- 
vice. While pointing out the enormity 
f the crimes, and regretting that a lad 
of nineteen should have to be aent to the 
penitentiary, the Court hoped that the 
prisoner would avail hiniBolf of the op- 
portunity of learning some useful trade 
and so bo fitted when his aenteflce should 
lavo expired to take a useful place in 
the world and live aa a respectable mem- 
ber of society.

It was not until yesterday morning's 
daylight permitted of a rigid examina- 
tioii being made of tho British ship 
lolanthe that the quarantine authorities 
at William Head were convinced that 
they had not made tho acquaintance of 
Yellow Jack himselL They were satis- 
fied, however, and the lolanthe received 
her bill of health and reporting herself 
at the custom house, completed a tedi- 
ous but eventful voyage. Having been 
chartered to replace tho Lodore and car- 
ry salmon to Great Britain on account ol 
Evans, Coleman c*i Evans, the lolanthe, 
a British ship of l,oi)0 tons, W. Cham- 
herlin master, sailed from Acapulco on 
August L'S in ballast for Koyal Roads. 
With a light easterly wind, afterwards 
shifting to north ami nor' nor'-west, 2G'3 
miles were run oil" the first day, the 
second day's mileage being 203 and tho 
third one tuiudred and fifty. The pre- 
vailing winda held until 12.30 N., 117 
W., when a strong blow from the aouth- 
west carried the ship to 22 N. and 12C 
W. Here Jacob Holmes, an able sea- 
man, died of liver trouble, which also 
confined the mate to his berth 
during the greater part of the 
voyage. The North East trades 
were caught in the same latitude, and 
continued very light to 110 W., So N., 
whence moderate Routliweat winda car- 
ried the ship to land. Cape Flattery 
waa made on the 2l)th September, and 
from that date until Tuesday last light 
easterly winds and thick fog practically 
brought tho lolanthe to a standstill. 
Steam waa got on Wednesday, the ship 
towing into Royal Roads with the Am- 
erican tug Sea Ijion that evening, 'the 
malaria, which had played havoc with 
the crew all the way up, spoke for itself 
to the quarantine olhcers, and to mat 
sure that it was not yellow fever on 
board. Dr. Watt held the vessel for day- 
light inspection — a thorough examina 
tion yesterday convincing him that the 
lolanthe waa not a plague ship. She 
will now go up to the Fraser to receive 
her salmon careo.

SEALS AS FENCE-JUMPEBS. 

Professor Jordan's Ingenuity Not Equal to 
Tbat of tbe Seals. 



A few years ago Professor David Starr 
Jordan of California waa regarded all 
along the coast as a representative man 
of science, whoso views were every- 
where entitled to serious attention. 
Since he has devoted himself more par- 
ticularly to seals and sealing, and made 
his science a plaything in connection 
therewith, he has become the laughinu 
stock of practical sealing men, and 
scarce a veseel of tho sealing licet conies 
honic now without Bonie joke of its own 
coniuM't* il with the Professor. Yester- 
day there wore five arrivals from aea, 
and eai'h had the consolation that " a 
few stragglers got through Jordan's 
picket fence. " 

For, nonsenBical as it seems, tbe Pro- 
fessor haa actually attempted to fence in 
the wild seals of the sea. by enclosing 
one of two of the PribylofT lagoons. To 
lo this involved considerable work, but 
the seals apparently find it no labor at 
all to climb over — hence the standing 
joko of the hour. 

Yesterday's arrivals were the Ocean 
Belle, Captain Pupert Cox, with 7;)2 
Behring sea akina, or a catch of 959 for 
the season; the L'uibrina with 811 
ijapaneee coast skins, and 107 from the 
sea; the Annio E. Paint with a total of 
1,298— Jaiiauese coast, 880; Copper 
island, 15; and Behring sea, 397— the 
City of San Diego, Captain D. Martin, 
with 150 pelts from Behring sea; and 
the Borealis, with 312 for the aea, or 650 
for the season. 

Each of the returning aealera bears 
out to a greater or less extent the re- 
ports that the branding operations 
promiae to depopulate the PribylofF 
rookeries, to the advantage of the 
northernmost islands of Japan. In re- 
ply to Professor Jordan's statement that 
" it is noiisenEO to speak of the branding 
driving the seal away," the sealers re- 
ply : 

'(•iuitoHO. No one has yet suggested 
that it is the branding. It is the smell 
ot the lime and other strong chemicals 
used to kill the Blench arising from tlie 
branding operation.^, which if old hands 
in tho industry are correct will ulti- 
mately remove the rookeries from St. 
Paula and St. George,"

A PATRIOT'S WIPE. 



One warm morning in the spring of 
1780 Mis. Slooumb wns sitting on tho 
broiid piazza about lior home ou a largo 
plantation in South C.irolina. Her hus- 
band and uiuuy of Ins neightors vv?ie 
with Snintor, fighting for the Btro'e- 
gling colonies, but on this beautiful 
morning there Wore almoat no signs of 
war to bo B€on. Aa yet his pL^ntation 
had not bren molested, aud as Mra. Slo- 
eumb glanced at her little child plnyiug 
near her or .spoke to her sister, who waB 
Jicr coiupiiuioii, or addressed a word to 
the seivuuts there waa no alarm mani- 
fest.

The white tents cov- 
ered tlio lawn, horsoH were tied to th(> 
high rail fences, KoldierH in briglit uni- 
forms were moving hero and tlioro. lie- 
fore entering the bouse the British colo- 
nel called some of his oflicers and gave 
sharp orders for scouring tho country 
within tho neighborhood of 10 or lii 
mile.-;. 

Tliifl sliaip cnrninandwns not lost up- 
on Ulrs. .Slocumb, nor was she slow to 
act upon it licrsoif, as wo soon shall sco. 
But tor tho present, trying to still 3 her 
fears, sho determined to make tho host 
of the sitnatinn and avert all the danf^er 
pd.ssib'e by providing for tho comfort 
of Tarli-touaud his men, and according- 
ly sIjo had a dinner soon ready fit for a 
king, and surely far too good for sueh 
a enn 1 and hlnodthiiHty man us Turlc- 
toii sciiij was kiiosvii to be.

'Zho sacred thread of the Brahmana is 
well known. It is a caste distinction 

assunicd at an early ago nnd uover part- 
ed with. It must be niado by a Brah- 
man and shuulil consist of tlireo strands, 
eaid; of a diU'erenl color, 48 yards in 
lenf,'lli, doubled and twisted together 
tv.iee, thu ends tied in kuots. it must 
ho worn ni'xt tho skin, over the h it 
shoulder, hanging down to the thigh on 
the rijilji side, Tho three castes of the 
Hiudoos are disti nj-uished by tho materi- 
al of tbe.su threads — cotton for tho Brali- 
mans, hemp lor tho warriors and wool 
lor the artisans. The Parsees also wear 
tho sacred thread, aud boys of 7 or U 
are iiivest('d witli it, the threads used 
hi'ijig ijiade always of libers of tlie suru 
true. jMouicr William.s describes thu sa- 
cred girdlo of tho Parsees as mad o of 
7a woolon threads, forming a flat band, 
which is twined tiireo times around the 
boii3- and tied in two in:euiiar knots, 
the secret of which is known ouly to 
the Parsees. 

Thon.se of "medicine cords" is com- 
mon among North American Indians. 
Mr. Bourko describes those worn by the 
x\paclies. These consist of one, two, 
throe and four strand.^, to which aro at- 
ta(!hed siiells, feathers, boad.s, rock crys- 
tal, sacred grcou stouos aud other arti- 
cles, doubtless employed symbolically.

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An Exhibit of Fruit That Makes All 
Beholders Proud ol" Their 
Province. 



Pi'oli table Enterprises for Farmers 
Suggested by the Display of 
Vegetables. 

New WK.ST.MiNSTiiu, Oct. 7. — (Special) 
— This was a beautiful summer day, and 
there was an eaoinioua throng at the 
fair. It was tho children's day, and the 
procession from the city and singing on 
the ground were the features of the 
morninc. In the afternoon there was a 
parade of the prize animals, and tho 
bicycle races also took place. The Farm- 
era' League meeting waa a failure, 
through lack of attendance. 

What strikes the attention of a visitor 
to the fair more than anything else is 
the very remarkable display of fruit. In 
quantity, variety and quality it would be 
hard to equal. Naturally, apples occupy 
the most prominont place, but there is a 
fine showing ot peare; while prunes, 
pluQiB, peaches and grapes complete the 
list. The appples attract the eye by 
their size and the brightneas of their 
coloring, the latter being duo to the ex- 
ceptional freedom of August and Sep- 
tember from Binoke, At most exbibi- 
tiona of fruit, small lota of apples can 
be seen that aro equal to anything 
sliown here; but it is doubtful 
f in any part of the continent 
BO large a display eo uniformly good 
could be got together. The quality is 
excellent, the llesb being firm and the 
flavor tine, that is the peculiar qualities of 
the several varieties are well marked 
In Bome the flavor seems better than in 
Eastern fruit of the same varieties, in a 
few it is not quite so pronounced, but on 
the whole the average !s higher, quality 
for quality, than the average of Eastern 
grown fruit.' In point of size and pro- 
ductiveness British Columbia apples are 
entitled to the very highest rank. It is 
to be borne in mind that our orchards 
are for the most part only the reault of a 
few years' growtli. Aa yet they are 
hardly at their best, and in view of this 
the results that have been attained are 
in the highest degree creditable to tlie 
individual orchardiEts and to the Fruit 
Growers' Aeeociation. The promise ui 
the future ia very battering. 

Mr. K. .M. Palmer is lo be found in 
constant attendance in the fruit depart- 
ment ready to impart information to vis- 
itors. He has favored the Colonist 
with this list of the apples, which ho 
thinks can be cultivated in the province 
with the greatest advantage: 

Summer apples — Yellow Transparent, 
Lord SulHeld. 

Fall apples — Puchess of Oldcnburgh, 
JIaiden's lUusli, Blenheim Orange, 
■Wealthy, Ihbston I'ippin, King of Tomp- 
kins County. 

Winter a pidcs— Grimes' Golden, York 
hnperial, iSntton Beauty, Keiuette du 
Ciiiiadu. 

The last he recommends especially for 
c!:lt:v.".tion on tbo ialanda. Persona who 
prefer Bweet baking apples will find the 
Barley Sweet and the Talman Sweet 
equal to any both in yield and quality. 

It is past the season for Bartlett pears, 
and consequently thoBO that are shown, 
having been taken out of cold storage, 
are not very tem|)ting to look at, al- 
thouch they are of Ono size and evident- 
ly when at their beet were liisoiooR. 
There are, however, a goodly number of 
excellent late shipping i)ears, wdiich in 
eize and (juality are far superior to any- 
thing brought from the .South. jMr. 
Palmer recommends as most desirable 
for cultivation as shipping tieara the 
Bussock, Louise Bonne do Jersey, and 
Benrre Clairgeau. These are large 
fruits of delicate flavor, and will stand 
shipping very well. 

The peaches and plums are mostly out 
of cold storage and do not present nearly 
BO attractive an appearance aa they 
would have done if picked fresh from 
the trees. They testify by their eize 
and general appearance that the i)rov- 
ince can furnish any quantity of these 
fruits. There are oome late pluma and 
prunes that are excellent. 

A small but admirable exliihit of 
gra])e8 ia shown by Mr. T. G. Earl of 
Lytton. There are several varieties, 
among them being Magaras, Concords 
and Deiawares. They were grown in the 
open as in Oalifornia. The clusters are 
large and splendidly filled and the flavor 
ia per'"et. 

Jlr. I'^iil favored the Colonist with 
some observations on fruit culture in 
British Columbia, oil which subject he ia 
an onthusiaBt, a.s he well may bo. lie 
says there is a very largo area where 
fruit can ho grown to perfection, lie 
spoke particularly of the country around 
Lytbin, parts of Lillooett, the Okanagan, 
the Similkameen and the Spallumcheen 
valleys. He believes that the province 
will soon be in a position not only to 
supply the home market but to ship 
hundreds of thousands of dollars' worth 
Eaet every year. The great 'obstacle 
now in the wajr of the proper develop- 
ment of the fruit business is the freiglit 
cluirgea on the O.P.H., which are almopl 
Iirohibiiivi^. If llieso chargea were made 
more moderate, i\Ir. Earl believes an 
enormous fruit buaineaa would be very 
soon developed. 

FIELn CROPS. 

Scarcely second to the fruits in excel- 
lence is the display of root crops. Of 

potatoes there area few very large samples 
such as one always aeea at fairs, but tlio 
best part of tho display of these tubers 
are the moderately sized tnl)lo varietien, 
which, judged from appearances, aie 
equal to any grown in any country. The 
rulab;igaB are enormous and tbo man- 
gold wiirtzela are mammotha. Mr. Cun- 
ningham, pointing to a lino aamplo of 
rutabiigaa, said ho had grown G5 tona to 
the acre. This suggested the query aa to 
why it would not pay the fanners of the 
lower Fraser to fatten cattle on hay and 
turnips, and led to tbo reply 
from several farmers that tbei'e 
was no reason in the world 
why this should not become a 
large and profitable industry. There 
are some very excellent exhibits of eugar 
beets, from the Delta, which are shown 
by actual test to yield from 1232 to 
per cent, of niiiar. Why in view of thib 
I of ihe fact [bat GO uma of the beete 
can he grown to the acre it might not be 
well to investigate the production of beet 
sugar in this province is a matter worthy 



of conaideration. Tho display of table 
vegetables, notably carrota.and parsnipa, 
is very good. The onioua aro not 
particularly good. The tomatoes 
are not large hut are well 
ripened. It is said that hundreds 
of tons have been wasted in the interior 
because it did not pay to ship them out 
at present rates of transportation. Some 
very good samples of corn are shown, in- 
dicating that it is possible to produce 
corn here for canning purposes. The 
grain display is not particularly strong. 
One farmer said that possibly the enor- 
mous quantity of the yield this year 
might account for tho fact that the indi- 
vidual grains were not apecially heavy. 
On the whole the display of held crops 
ia admirable, and the visitor to this part 
of the exhibition cannot fail to be im« 
preased with the agricultural capabilities 
of British Columbia.

"Without any doubt 
the laxity so far shown is lamentable, I 
have this morning received a communi- 
cation from England asking for definite 
information, and the writer adds, that 
from notices be has seen in the English 
press the ports and citiej of British Col- 
umbia are entirely unmentioned, while 
the towns of the Sound are given prom- 
inence ; therefore the £ngli»> public are 
ignorant that any provincial outfitting 
points exist, further be states that he 
has noticed this in a prominent paper 
like the Standard. Now surely it ia 
time our merchants awako and bestir 
themselves to counteract these influences 
80 damaging to their trade. 

Of my own knowledge I can say that 
a letter written by a visitor to Victoria, 
one well known and wliose writings 
carry much weiglit, ia already on its 
way to England tor publication in tlie 
Westminster Gazette; if our somuolency 
is BO apparent to a visitor having no 
busineBB interest here, must it not in- 
deed be excessive. 

I woukl f ugliest that the board of trade 
take up this matter in earnest and not 
rest satisfied with an advertisement in 
your valuable paper containing the bold 
statement that the Kloudyke gold fields 
are in Canada. In the first instance it 
is important thata live business man be 
sent at once to England for tlie purpose 
of interviewing intending emigrants at 
all available points ot departure. 
Further, 1 would suggestthat the scheme 
as mapped out by the E.G. aud Yukon 
Lecturing and Information Co. have the 
hearty and immediate support, both 
moral and financial of our board of 
trade and leading merchants. 

The matter admits of no delay. Time 
is essentially important and ii it is nol 
taken up at once wo will Ijecome a by 
word to all business people, besides los 
iug thousands of dollars, which we can 
ill afford.

THE WESTKALIAN MINES. 

To Tin: luiiTOR :— Glancing through 
your isHue of thf> ord, I noticed Mr. Bar- 
rett's letter, which referred to Wcstral- 
ian mines and mining. I have but re- 
cently arrived direct from there after 
having spent five years iirospecting on 
the Murchison, Norseman, Coolgardie 
and Eaat Coolgardie goldlields, and I 
(^uite concur with Mr. Barrett's remarks 
iu reference to immense Bums of Britisl 
aa well as foreign money having been 
practically thrown away on valufcleas 
properties, when I say thrown away, 
mean as far as the capitalist was con 
earned, for on the other hand the ex- 
penditure of it gave employment to 
thousands of men who rushed into the 
country from all directions, and who 
otherwise, generally speaking, would 
have liad a very nurioua time, as food and 
water in the earlier daya was not to be 
bought for a mere song. 

I have noticed numbera of properties 
were sold for from £2.000 up to ClO.OOO, 
many had neither reef nor lode thereon, 
and the sign of the yellow metal was 
that handed to the men in the form of 
sovereigns on their pay dav. In other 
cases such sums as X15,000,'i;20,000 and 
£42,000 being paid tor properties under 
twenty-five acres, and out of which per- 
haps not IQO ounces of gold had ever beeti 
obtained. 

On the Murchison field, wliich lias an 
immense area, 1 only know of abouttour 
properties which aiijieared worlh their 
money at the time of sale, to wit., Star 
of the East, New Cluiin, Cue I, and the 
.Mainland Consols, which have turned 
out per ton, respectively, since floatation 
2 oz. to 4 o/.., 3 to (i oz., 1 to 1 I.J i)z., ami 
tlie latter in two crushings gave, tor 18U

tons, 1,030 ozs., and for 200 tons 1,100 
ozB. Whilst exceedingly rich pockets 
of gold had been found on the surface of 
all these properties, to quote some ot 
those obtained on the Mainland Consols 
before its sale, 1,200 ozs. from three 
buckets of stone, 558 ozg. 15 dwts. from 
15 cwt. crushed in a 3-hoad battery (or 
stamp mill) where a man was kept with 
a cup of quicksilver pouring some over 
tho tables every twenty minutes to keep 
the amalgam soft, and 12 tons for 126 
oza., 10 tons tor 115 ozs. 15 dwts,. I hav- 
ing worked most of this myself can vouch 
for its truth ; this property was after- 
wards floated in England for £150,000. 
There were some good nuggets found on 
the Murchison, such as lO oz,, 72 oz. 10 
dwt., 75 oz. and 90 oz., this latter was 
discovered lying on the slope of a spur 
(or low range), and it had to be divided 
between four mates, and having nothing 
better it was cut into four with an old 
hatchet, and one piece being somewhat 
larger than the others the men 
die.v grass stalks to see who 
would take it. In one instance 
the successful Arthur Bailey (alterwarda 
tlie finder of Coolgardie) went out one 
morning prospecting and cauie on quite 
a cluster of nugj^eta, and by the time he 
knocked oil' work at night ho had netted 
200 oza. JJ.SOO is not a bad day's work. 
Thia discovery was made at a place 
called Nanine, about GO miles from Cue, 
the centre ot the goldlield. Notwitli- 
Btanding these tinda I feel sure not one- 
eighth of the men on the fielil had any 
luck. But it was the display of rich 
stone from the few mines and tho fine 
alluvial aluea from the few rich alluvial 
patches, combined with their publication 
in the newspapers, which brought in 
British and foreign capital, just tho 
same as Will be done with the Klondyke. 

On the Norseman field, which is situ- 
ated in the eoutlieaaiern portion of the 
colony and within easy reach of the 
.South Australian ports, there was a 
great <|uantity of capital expended in 
tho same manner aa on the Murchison 
properties, hero Adelaide princiiially 
came in for tho first handling, and from 
tliem to British syndicates or companies 
The same toaturea aa regards inaseive 
Buck reefs exist there aa on the Murchi- 
son, quartz bodies iiro to be seen stand 
ing aa high as 18 feet out of the ground, 
and from 12 feet to 20 feet wide, of course 
this is through the decomposition of the 
country rock which previously formed 
their walls. 

Touching Coolgardie field, 114 miles 
from Norseman N. N. W., the same 
thing was to be noticed, only Mr. Bar- 
rett states that thousands were spent in 
preliminary works — if he had said mil- 
lions he would have been nearer the 
mark perhaps, and what is the diller- 
euce? One mine, the I.,ady Lock, waa 
the only one turning out a decent yield 
when I left the field, and I see since 
that work was almost suspended on ac- 
count cf wages not having been paid. 
Bailey's Reward, which turned out 
,£100,000 in dividends, has been prac- 
tically idle tor months, the rich chute of 
stone having ajiparently cut out. The 
Londonderry and Wealth ot Nations, 
after the first pockets were removed, 
sunk into obscurity. On all these fields 
there are bodies of very low grade ore 
which will some day be worked; proba- 
bly that will have to do with the next 
generation, or when those numerous 
stamper batteries, with winding and 
hauling gear, can be bought from com- 
panies for a mere song, so to speak. 
They will then be worked by small co- 
operative parties, who will only take 
the cream and leave the bulk of the 
poor atone, which with companiea ia 
alway taken in a face. 

Now we come to the East Coogardio 
of which Kalgoorlie is the centre. This 
ia the only field which is keeping up its 
reputation. Here we have the Boulder 
Lode, which has turned out three 
tons of gold, the Lake View 
Consols two tons, the Ivanhoe a 
trifle over one ton, the Brown 
llill, from which last November (or 
thereabouts) 500 tone was sent to Dry 
Creek smelting works, South Australia, 
and gave a yield of 5,000 ounces. Then 
there is the Ralgwili and Aus- 
tralia, which are yielding good tullu- 
ride ores, as well are those other lar^e 
mines shiiijiing great ()uantitie8 ot the 
same. Ontside these and |ierhaps a 
couple ot others, there are thousands ot 
acres under lease for mining jiurposes, 
and John Bull has the lion's share, 1 
believe; but hasn't he had to pay for it, 
and for what return? .Simply' what he 
could make from the share markets. 

There are several other goldflelds more 
in the interior; here and there amongst 
them are good shows, but little is heard 
of them as the boom did not get that far. 
There is Biill plenty of country in West 
Australia, Queensland and Cippaland, in 
Victoria, to open up, and, here disagree- 
ing with Mr. Barrett, I hope that 
those of my countrymen who have capi- 
tal will stay and spend it there, aa dis- 
tant fields ahijli look green are eonie- 
tiiuea very diaapiiointing, esiieciiilly 
where a ^'leat iiuiii her of Uliinanien are 
allowed access t(j the country ami over- 
run it, and 1 trust every Auatralian will 
not neglect to make it generally known 
aiTosa the Pacific tliat " Yellow ,Iohn " 
helpa to can the ealnion they eat; we 
will Hoon see the result, and huw thc- 
poo|)le there love John. However, to 
return to our subject, I believe there 
will yet be some more great discoveries 
otgold in Gippsland, Victoria, where the 
great, long tunnel ia still at work stead- 
ily, after having turned out thirty tons 
ot gold, and in which colony is eieorge 
Lancell's Block 180 still iianning out 
at 1,-180 toot level, and where last ycar'a 
return of gold amounted to si)O,O0() 
ounces. Then, tako the field ot Char- 
ters Towers, in the north west ot (liieens- 
land. In 1877 slie yielded 51)7 oniuiea; 
last year the return was 232,U'J4 ouncea!

The luveiitor, Now in Victoria, 
Says He Has Siuiplilied the Trip 
to Kloudyke.

There ia staying at the Dominion hotel 
a man who says he has invented a 
means of locomotion by which the 
problem of how to got into the Yukon 
country expeditiously and with a good 
stock of supplies. This inventor is J. 
Holmberg, of Ferudale, California, and 
his preaunue in Victoria js in connection 
with the carrying into practical efTect of 
his invention. Mr. Holmberg was not 
born in the United States, for ho has 
only been ton years away from his native 
country, Sweden. 

"I have invented a machine," he said 
yesterday, " which by means of a small 
boiler and engine ot only four horse- 
power will travel twenty miles an hour 
on the fiat. It will travel over land, it 
will run swiftly over the snow, no mat- 
tor bow deep, or it will also travel upon 
tho water." 

Just what mechaniem he uses Mr. 
Holmberg is not willing to state at pre- 
sent, for he says, " My inven- 
tion ia not yet patented, though 
tho patent is applied for, and the finish- 
ing arrangements are being made by a 
liatent solicitor in Washington, 

" My engine is intended to pnll a train 
of boats," ho explained. "On land 
these boats, which are tho size of ordin- 
ary row boats, wiil go on runners, but 
when it is desired to navigate a stream 
of any length, tho runners may be made 
detachable, so that they can forconveni- 
ence sake be removed. With a four 
horse power engine from ten to fifteen 
boats fully loaded will form a train. 

" How about getting over the passes 
from the Coast, you ask? Well, I tell 
you it does not make one bit of difier- 
ence for I have made allowance for that. 
When there ia a bill to climb, I have a 
windlass and tackle by which the en- 
gine can pull itself up and all the boats 
as well. It does not make any difference 
how steep the hill may be, even if it ia 
straight up and down, that tackle can 
take it right over. The train will carry 
thia tackle so aa to bo ready for 
any kind of work. Consequently 
my machine can travel by land or water 
hill or valley, dry land or ice — just the 
same, though of course aa great apeed 
cannot be made on hilly country aa on 
the level. 

'■ No, I don't care to say just how I 
have managed to overcome all these dif- 
ficulties, but I know that tho man in 
Washington who is getting out 1113' patent 
says it is unlike anything ho ever saw 
before. 

"Now I do not want to form a com- 
pany," went on Mr. Holmberg, " but I 
do want to get a partner with some 
money who will help me to build my 
first train and get the thing started. It 
won't require a great deal of money, 
only a few thousands, buc I want a good 
man on whom I can rely. I want to get 
to know the man first, so as to judge 
whether we can get along together, for I 
am not going to let every Tom, Dick and 
Harry see before hand what my inven- 
tion ia. 

" We will not aell the trains, but build 
them ourselves and take jieople into new 
country wherever we want to go. It does 
not matter how far wo have to go, for 
our engine can take us anywhere. Then, 
when we reach good, likely ground, wo 
can stop and prospect a while and if we 
don't like it there we can move on an- 
other hundred miles or so without any 
trouble. 

" Another thing 1 intend to do ia to 
carry along pi pea by means of which we 
can use sleam to thaw out the frozen 
ground ot tlu; north instead ot building 
lirea to thaw the gravel as ia now done 
in the Yukon. Ste^im will work much 
better and enable ua to reach bed rock 
quickly." 

Mr. Holmberg ia a carjienter by trade, 
but has had a good deal to do with ma- 
chinery and baa (;ood mechanical ideas, 
be says, so that he will jmt his machine 
together liimeelt, though he will pur- 
chase the engine and boiler. Tho wiiole 
lucomotive — if it may bo styled such — 
will only cost aome $300, the boats for 
the train being of course additional. 

Here is a chance, therefore, for any- 
one who wants to join Mr. Holmberg in 
his enterprise. He is not sure where be 
will bi.,,d his first locomotive, but 
thinks 'iiat it will be in .Iiineau. If he 
can III d the macliiiicry he waiita here 
he \'. :li buy that in \'ictoria and take it 
to ,) uneau to coniidete tlie building of 
Ilia train .
